Mexico City, April 25.—(By the 
Associated Press.)-The  develop- 
ments of the last two weeks resul 
fig from the Sonora revolutionary 
activities show that the central gove| 
ernment is preparing to encircle 
the rebellious parts of the republic 
with a strong hand. 

A summary of the seditious activi- 
ties in various sections of the re- 
public since the northern state broke 
with the Carranza administration, 
together with the results of the gov- 
ernment’s military measures, has 
been issued by the .war department 
officials, two weeks after the open 
break between the Obregonistas and 
the administration, and is cited as 
proof that the government's official 
statement, characterizing the Sonora 
outbreak as merely local, is well 
founded. The long list of profes- 
sions of adhesign to the central gov- 
ernment from virtually every state 
executive and military leader, would 
seem to indicate that the republic as 
a whole is solidly supporting the 
present government. 

Aside from the Sonora state gov- 
ernment, only two st&ate executives 
have repudiated the pre#ent adminis- 
tration, these being General Enrique 
Estrada, in the state of Zacatecas, 
and Pascual Ortizrubio, in the state 
of Michpacan. Both of these. execu- 
tives;“ however, have failed to at- 
tract any great following, and are 
being pursued by loyal forces. 

The state legislature in Zacatecas 
has repudiated the aititude of Es- 
trada and cited him “for treason, 
while the Michoacan legislature has 
unsedtéd Ortizrubio and named 
Primo §erraniq Mercadh as hie suc- 
cessor. SE

SITUATION IS SERIOUS, 
WASHINGTON HEARS. 

Washington, April 25.—Advices 
from Mexico reaching here today, 
including some reports to the sov- 
ernment, appeared to be in sharp 
conflict with the summary of the 
situation as to the Sonora revolu- 
tionary movement made public in 
Mexieo City teday. Army officers 
who are studying the situation be- 
yond the border were frank in de- 
claring their opinion, based on gov- 
ertiment advices, that the revolution 
was more serious than the Carranza 
officials were willing to admit. 

The officers .attached more im- 
portance to the southward drive of 
General Flores’ revolutionary forces 
through the state of Sinaloa, south 
of Sonora. They also saw no prob- 
ability from their advices on, unof- 
ficial reports of an early attack in 


force by the féderal torces of the

This delay in moving against the 
Sonora rebels was regarded by some 
as apt to prové costly to the fed- 
eral leaders. To move the forces 
available in the state of Chihuahua 
through the easily defended passes 
into Sonora, it was said, would be 
dangerous not only because of the 
size of the force at hand, but be- 
cause of the increased activity of 
Villa along the government’s ex- 
posed lines of communication.

SONORA FORCES 
TAKE GUAYMAS. 

Los Angeles, Cal.. April 25.—The 
city of Gnaymas, Sonora, on the 
Gulf of California, was captured 
April 12, without a shot being fired, 
by 5,000 Sonora state troops com- 
manded by General Angel Flores, 
according to Captain N. K. Jacobson, 
of the gulf mail steamer Nehalem, 
from Corinto to San Francisco, 
which arrived at Los Angeles harbor

Indications’ are that a murder 
was committed in the kitchen of 
the Wolf home. The bodies of 
the mother, three daughters and 
the hired man were thrown into 
the cellar by the slayer or slayers, 
and those of the father. and two 
daughters put in a .cowshed and 
barn and covered with hay. 

“A dowble-barreled shotgun was 
was found in a swamp one mile 
north of the Wolf farm today. The 


stock of ‘the gun had been detach-, 


éd-fromthe barrels and was float- 
ing on the water. Footprints in the 
mud on shore indicated & man had 
approached and thrown the gun 
into the water. 

-Another clue was a pair of blood- 
soaked overalls found in the 
kitchen of the Wolf home. Yester- 
day a hatchet with which it is be- 
lieved several of the Wolfs were 
killed was found in the kitchen. 

At the coroner’s inquest, which 
began this morning, it was brought 
out that some of those killed were 
murdered with the hatchet and the 
others shot. Wolf and one of the 
two™daughters, whose bodies were 
found in the barn, apparently had 
beer shot. The others, it is believ- 
ed, were attacked with the hatchet. 
and their bodies thrown 
cellar. 

The inquest will be continued to- 
morrow. The crime is believed to 
have been committed either Thurs- 
day or Friday. e 

Wolf was considered well-to-do, 
and nis property is estimated to be 
worth between $25,000 and $30,000. 
He had often told friends he kept 
a large amount of /money in.a small 
safe at home, and the authorities 
are considering the possibility of 
theft as a motive for the crime.

London, April 25.—Shouting “Tip- 
perary,”’ the same song they sang 
over the country roads of Flanders, 
250 of England’s blinded. soldiers 
swung into London today, complet- 
ing a 200-nrileqmarch to protest to 
Andrew Bonar Law, as government 
representative, against offiical neg- 
lect. 

Of all the thousands of British 
Tommies broken “in the war, this 
was the most pathetic company that 
ever marched into Londen, and the 
cheeriness of the men themselves 
but emphasized their fortitude in 
misfortune. P 

“We demand state aid and social 
justice,” read the device on the ban- 
ers flapping above the sightless 
ranks, whose members were assem- 
bled from their widely scattered 
homes into groups which started the 
march from Luton, Leeds and Man- 
chester. The marchers were met Oy 
representaitves of the National 
League of the Biind, under whose 


auspices the demonstration is being |. 


conducted. 

Monday morning the column will 
march to Westminster to be received 
personally by Bonar Law, in the ab- 
sence of Premier David Lioyd- 
George.

Will Atlanta become the rubber 
center of the south? 

Why should not Atlanta, with ev- 
ery advantage, become second only 
to Akron, Ohio, as the manufactur- 
ing and distributing center for the 
rubber industry? 

These two questions are being 
answered by-the developments now 
taking place in Atlanta, and within 
the coming decade it is predicted 
that Atlanta, the “Gateway of the 
South,” will be in command of the 
rubber trade _for the southern 
states, ‘ : 

There are now in operation three 
or four large plants turning out 
casings and inner tubes for auto- 
mobiles, and these plants have 
found it necessary not only to in- 
crease,their capitalization, but to 
greatly enlarge their facilities for 
manufacturing various rubber prod- 
ucts. 

It is also known that several of 
the large rubber manufacturing 
companies of the United States have 
been looking for a central office lo- 
cation «here and for factory sites 
upon which to establish branch of- 
fices and factories. 

Large Developments, 

These facts, taken in connection 
with Atlanta’s geographical loca- 
tion, her railrdad facilities and the 
natural resources that are within 
the immediate vicinity of this city, 
make it entirely possible that large 


developments will be. made here 
within the next few years. 
Atlanta’s ~roximity to. ports on: 


the Gulf of Mexico and the South 
Atlantic seaboard, and her large 
number of railroads diverging into 
every section of the southeast, 
gives this city a commanding ad- 
vantage over all the cities of the 
south for manufacturing and dis- 
tributing purposes. 

This city is within 24 hours of al- 
most every important port on the 
Atlantic seaboard, south of -Nor- 
folk, and is in touch with the gulf 
ports under the same time advan- 
tage. These advantages will be of 
gveat aid in bringing in crude rub- 
ber that is shipped from -foreign 
countries, and the proximity of :At- 
lanta to all the prominent cities of 
the south through rail connections, 
gives this city a commanding posl- 


tion as a distributing point. 

Another big advantage Atlanta 
has over other cities, even those of 
as the 
world's greatest rubber manufac- 
turing centers, is that less than fif- 
ty miles away there is a plentiful 
supply of barium sulphate, or 
barytes, the “heavy. spar’. that is 
indispensable now to the manufac- 
ture of automobile tires.

This mineral, the element of 
which is barium, is_found in large 
quantities in Bartow county, near 
sJartersville, and the material - is 
shipped to the nurth to be used for 
many purposes, the chief of which 
are:the manufacture of paint and 
automobile tires. 1 

Barytes is mined within fifty 
miles. of Atlanta and is shipped 
north by train loads to the big 
rubber manufacturers of Akron and 
other cities, and this rate on the 
raw material north is added to the 
freight charges south again on the 
finished product, which causes the 
tires to a big

DENIED BY HUNGARY 


Budapest, April 25.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.)—-The recent com- 
munication sent by the Jewish dele- 
gation in Paris to the peace confer- 
ence regarding alleged anti-Jewish 
atrocities in Hungary have evoked 
expressions of indignation _ here. 
| Simon Hevesi, the chief rabbi of 

Budapest, said today: 

“The alleged facts 
After the collapse of bolshevism 
there were some isolated cases of 
excesses against Jews, but the gov- 
érnment did its best to maintain 
order. It seems it is to the interest 
of some neighboring states to sound 
the trumpet about disorders in Hun- 
gary.” 

Reports in circulation here that 
800 Jews were killed last week in 
Hungary have been proven false 
and it ig pointed out that the Zion- 
ists who are considered to be the 
Jewish leaders here would be doing 
the worst service to Hungarian 
Jews by spreading such reports, be- 
cause the country has been kept in 
a State of excitement through the 
case of the famous rabbi, Emmanuel 
Loew, of Szegadin, who is in prison. 
The rabbi was arrested after he was 
reported to have made a treason- 
able statement against Hungary to 
a Dutch newspaper correspondent.

ization, and many people outside 
the organization began looking 
around tor some 6ther candidate to 
vote for. Wood’s stand for uni- 
versal military training pulled 
many more away from him. Then 
Johnson and his friends came into 
the state and started to work. In 
two weeks they have made such 
headway that the Wood supporters 
are actually alarmed, and well in- 
formed politicians today in Jersey 
City, Paterson, Newark and Tren- 
ton declared that Johnson now 
seems to have almost an even 
chance of winning. . 
Delegates to Chicago. ; 

There are eight leading candi-. 
dates seeking election as‘ the four 
delegates at large to Chicago. They 
represent a wide divergity of inter- 
ests. Four of them are pledged to 
Wood, as follows: Stokes, who is a 
member of New Jersey’s old guard 
and a wet; Thomas L. Raymond, a 
progressive and very wet; William 

Runyon, a strong and very pop- 
ular independent and dry leader: 
John W. Griggs, former attorney 
general of the United States and 
member of the state old guard. 

There are two candidates pledged 
to Johnson, Thomas R. Layden. of 
Paterson, and M. L. Ballard, of East 
Orange, neither of whom were ever 
leaders in state politics. Then 
there are the’ two unpledged can- 
didates, Senators Frelinghuysen and 

dzge. Frelinghuysen received a 
heavy blow when the Anti-Saloon 
league, which is verv unpopular 
here, indorsed his candidacy. Edge 
personally is not very popular. 

Candidacics Approved. 

Johnson has approved the can- 
didacies of both of them because 
they refused to pledge themselves 
to Wood, and both agreed to sup- 
port the man who ®won the primary. 
Their position is peculiar, because 
while they are both unpledged, both 
would prefer Wood or Johnson. but 
both personally are for Senator 
Harding for president. 

Politics is always a cold-bloodea 
proposition in New Jersey, and the 
primary this time will be no ex- 
ception. If Johnson wins; he prob- 
ably will have accomplished anoth- 
er of his famous maching smashing 
stunts. There is not a i@adihe poli- 
tician in the state working in his 
behalf, yet in the whirlwind speak- 
ing finish now going on in which 
Johnson personally and his friends 
are verbally vying with the Wood 
league speakers, organized in eyv- 
ery district, the Johnson meetings 
are the ones drawing the greater 
crowds.

HODEN BY GERMANS 


Paris, April 25.—Two hundred 
and fifty cannon have been discov- 
ered at Koenigsberg, East Prussia, 
by the inter-allied commission, ac- 
cording to advices receiyed here. 

Large quantities of arms and mu- 
nitions were discovered by French 
cavalry entering Hanau, east of 
Frankfort, according to The Temps 
today.

One of the bandits covered the 
negro with a gun and walked him 
down the corridor, the other four 
men went to the apartment and 
knocked. The two detectives with- 
in, thinking their brother officers 
had returned for the prisoners, 
opened the door. Pistols were 
thrust in their faces and the six- 
teen men in the room were ordered 
to throw up their hands, and each 
bandit, brandishing a revolver, be- 
gan to search them. 

As one of the robbers put his

will between this nation and its 
northern neighbor, to reliéve the 
parent embassy of their considera- 
tion. The advocates of the scheme 
neither exprese'd nor implied that 
the British embassy'’s handling of 
Canadian affairs had been lax ar 
laggard in the past.

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TAXES ON BOOZE 
AND PROPITEERS 
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Big Business Must Also 
Share Burden of Huge 
Budget Planned in Great 
Britain. 


By Percy Sarl. 

London, April 20.—The heaviest 
burdens of the budget calling for 
an expenditure of 1,184,102,000 
pouuds, progsented to commons by 
chancellor of the exchequer, Austen 
Chamberlain, today, are saddled 
upon booze, big business and war 
profiteers., 

Under the new policy of Britain, 
as outlined by Chamberlain, those 
who have been profiting from the 
war must pay the war debt by heavy 
increases. The excess profits tax 
is increased from 40 to 60 per cent. 
There is a similar boosting of taxa- 
tion on everything that profiteers 
use, such as motor cars, liquors and 
cigars, and especialiy wines and 
champagne. 

Meanwhile the burden on the com- 
mon people is eased somewhat by 
the raising of income tax exemp- 
tions on small incomes and making 
the graduation on big. incomes 
greater. These increases will be 
applied largely to the reduction of 
war debts. 

_Chamberlain’s summing up of the 
Situation showed that Great Brit- 
ain’s finapecialt condition is better 
than any other European country. 
Britain is not only getting on her 
feet, but beginning to pay off war 
debts at a surprising rate. : 

The estimated expenditure of 
1,184,102,000 pounds is exclusive of 
the sinking fund. and with an es- 
timate@revenue _ from increased 
taxes of 1,418,300,000, Chamberlain 
pointed out that 234,000,000 pounds 
would be left for the reduction of 
debts during the current vear. 

Although a’ majority of the new 
taxes are aimed at the rich, in- 
creases in postage and telegraph 
charges hits at the masses. while 
the worker will be forced to pay a 
penny a glass extra for beer and 


two shillings more for a bottle of 
whisky.

UNIONS COOLING 
ON PLUM PLAN 


Outlaw Railway Strikers 
Have Caused Brother- 

hoods to Look With Less 
Favor on Provosed Leg- 
islation. 


Washington, April 25.—The most 

reliable opinion in Washington has 
it that the railway brotherhoods 
have very considerably cooled to- 
wards the Plumb plan as a result 
of the “outlaw” railway strikes. 
) Labor leaders take little stock in 
the assertion that the so-called 
“outlaw” strike was fathered by 
revolutionaries. They believe that 
the strike was the result of wide- 
spread dissatisfaction in the ranks 
with the general economic situa- 
tion. Realizing this, the brother- 
hood chiefs are anxious for some 
official action on the part of the 
government -that will at least par- 
tially satisfy the rank and file of 
the railway workers and give. the 
brotherhoods a charce to regain 
their partially lost prestice and au- 
thority. 

It is understood: that the Plumb 
plan represents the ideas of the 
most radical elements among the 
railway workers and the strikes 
have brought the brotherhoods in 
dikect conflict with these elements. 
It is altogether probable that 
whatever sympathy organized union 
railway labor has hitherto had with 


the Plumb plan, nd this sympathy 
has been warm and widespread at 
times, has. been practically destroy- 
ed by the latest strike. which was 
aimed at the brotherhoods as much 
as either the railways themselves 
or the government. 

It is beiwg.recalled here as a 
significant fact that whereas 
Gompers and th ebrotherhood heads 
were crying out not only against 
the anti-strike ‘provisions of the 
original Esch-Cummins bill—which 
were defeated—but iaso against tne 
railway labor board, which was 
adopted and is now in operation— 
that since the “outlaw strike” those 
same people have ben_.imploring the 
formerly derided board to get busy 
and do something to save the situa- | 
tion. -

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“THERE’S A REASON.” 

In many of our customs particu- 
larly in the cooking and serving 
of meals, there are perfectly good 
chemica} and physiological reasons 
for what we do. But women have 
so long blindly followed precedent 
that when asked “why” they do 
these things they are not able to 
give a reason. 

For instance, a good cook knows 
that in making apple sauce or in 
preparing any fruits she does not 
put in the sugar until the mixture 
is removed from the fire. Why? 
Because both heat and acid act on 
sugar, turning it to glucose which 
is only half as sweet as sugar. 
Therefore if sugar were cooked 
with the fruit fully half of it 
would be wasted. 

If it ig necessary to cook sugar 
for any length of time more sugar 
must be used. In making an egg- 
nog or milk punch two teaspoon- 
fuls of sugar are needed. To make 
a “custard of exactly the same in- 
gredients three teaspoonfuls' will 
be necessary.

WHISKY TRADE DEALT 
Bla BLUW IN ENGLAND 


By Percy Sarl. 

Londor, April 21.—The liquor in- 
terests of England are staggered by 
the budget just presented by Aus- 
ten Chamberlain, chancellor of the 
exchequer. The increased taxes rep- 
resent the hardest blow that has 
struck these interests fn years. 
Many characterize it as a “prohibi- 
tion budget,” declaring the taxa- 
tion outlined is another way of 
bringing about prohibition—through 


the treasury, instead of by the bal- 
lot. 


Distillers and brewers admit they 
expected heavier taxes, but the 
actual increases have left them 
gasping. They declare that the re- 
tailer is already having a hard time 
owing to the eentinuance of war 
restrictions, regulating sales and 
hours, and tnat the new taxes wil] 
make his Jot even more difficult. 

“I cannot help thinking it is a 
tee-totallers budget,” said Sir Wal- 
ter Gilboy, M. P., today. “The pro- 
posals amaze me. I believe the con- 
sumption of spirits will almost 
cease as a result of the heavy taxa- 
tion. It does not’ stem to me that 
the government will benefit by ex- 
pected increased revenue. because 
people will not be able to buy wines 


and spirits, owing to the high 
prices,” 

Others declare that the budget 
scheme ts a direct blow at French 


imports, and point out that since 
France’s American and tussian 
wine trade is already cut off, the 
British blow will be seriously felt. 
The liquor interests also take a 
serious view of the effect the new 
beer taxes will have on labor. The 
taxes will mean that beer. will cost 
a penny more per glass, and if the 
workers consider that their lux- 
uries are being stopped by taxation, 
some believe there will be a whole- 
sale demand for increased wages. 

The general belief of the liquor 
interests is that the new taxes will 
mean. many converts to “Pussyfoot- 
ism,” and some predict that if such 
taxes continue Pussyfoot Johnson 
and his eye will actually make Eng- 
land dry.

“Whereas, these violations create 
widespread excitement and indig- 
nation and are most liable to lead 
to interruption of traffic and Jde- 
lay the Cech evacuation of Siberia,” 
the protest says, “the technical 
board protests in the’ strongest 
manner against the high-handed ac- 
tion of the Japanese troops in the 
sector assigned to the Chinese 
troops for guarding. even the pres- 
ence of troops of another nation in 
this sector being a violation of 
the allied agreement. Because of 
these and similar instances. we 
ask assurances from the Japanese 
authorities that ““o acts will not 
occur again.” 

The recent events in Siberia con-

BONUS IS OPPOSED 
BY BRECKINRIDGE 


Washington, April 25.— Henry 
Breckinridge, assistant secretary of 
war during the incumbency of Sec- 
retary Garrison and.who served in 
Francé as a lieutenant colonel ot 
infantry, made public tonight a Iat- 
ter to chairmen of house and sen- 
ate committees dealing with sol- 
dier bonus legislation emphati- 
cally opposing any such proposal. 

The bonus proposal is wrong in 
principle and unsound ecgnomically, 
he said, adding that a bonus would 
work “injury not a benefit both to 
the people it is supposed to benefit 
and to the country.” 

“It is wrong,” the letter said, 
“because it will take money from 
the wounded and from the widows 
and orphans of the dead soldiers 
to fatten the pockets of the liviug 
and uninjured. It is wrong be- 
cause it would attempt to set a 
money price on what is beyond 
purchase nd beyond . price—the 
duty of a citizen to give his life 
for his country. 

“What are the facts? The men 
who fought the war must pay for 
the war. They are the able boded 
men of this generation. Ninety 
per cent of them are back at work 
now earning a good living by hon- 
est toil and able to care for therm- 
selves just as they were able t)d 
save the nation when the nation 
was in need.”

New York, .April 24.—Stock prices 
began to decline at the.wery open- 
ing the market thig week on 
the prospects that money would be- 
come tighter instead of easier. Lon-. 
don cables at the close of last week 
announced that the Bank of Eng- 
land would probably raise its dis- 
count rate again despite the fact 
that the existing high levél, 7 per 
cent, has omly béén réached seven 
times in that institution's long ca- 
reer. Early this week the rate for 
call mongy here dropped to 6 per 
cent, against last week’s 15 per cent. 
Nevertheless Wall street knows 
from long experience that as judges 
of money market conditions for the 
long pull, the povern rs of the 
Bank of England havén’t much to 
learn. 

Ordinarily the Bank of Bngland 
raises its discount rate to. attract 
gold to London. With the present 
European embargoes ,against gold 
shipments, however, Wall street re- 
alizes that the Bank of England has 
been raising its discount rate to 
check speculation; to make people 
pay off their bills: to bring about 
deflation. And the feeling in bank- 


federal reserve board at Washing-

and. 

In brief, far-sighted speculators 
here in Wall street have about given 
up hopes for a bull market for se- 
curities thig spring.

foresaw that the supply of available 
credit in this country was being 
used up rapidly and started in to 
create a“big bull market on which to 
sell their holdings. Union Pacific 
unexpectedly increased its dividend 
rate from 6 per cent to 10; Southern 
Pacific for the first time in its long 
history, started in to pay dividends, 
and Union Pacific went into the 
open market and bought for its own 
account $130,000,000 worth of stocks, 
including such. shares as _ Illinois 
Central, New York Central, St. Paul, 
Northwestern. Many other dividend 


of the railroads and industrial com- 
panies were making new high rec- 
crds. 

But with all of these develop- 
ments favoring stock market manip- 
‘ulation, with all of the banking fa- 
cilities here at their command, and 
with Europe to draw upon, these 
powerful leaders were unable to 
carry out their stock market pro- 
fram. Before they could unload 
they were caught by the panic. 
When the real money squeeze came

This follow- 
ing is in a true sense a political as- 
set belonging to Johnson personal- 
ly. The possession of it puts him 
in a strong posXion as respects the 
republican party leaders as a whole. 
Possessing this following, he is able 
to a certain extent to make terms 
with the party organization and 
with the suecessful candidate, who- 
ever that may’ be. 

Of course, it is also true that the 
only way Senator Johnson can en- 
force his terms is a? a threat either 
to bolt or to sulk in the campaign 
after the convention.

Chinese Doctor Criticises 
American Women 


(World Outlook.) 

Ida. Kahn, of Nanchang, China, is 
one of the leading physicians in the 
flowery republic, where she is head 
of half a dozen large hospitals. She 
is also one of China's leading fem- 
inists. “ fe ‘ 

“Both the American woman and 
the Chimese woman would be better 
off if the qualities of each eould 
be shaken together and then divid- 
ed by two,” she declares, “If they 
could be what you Americans call 
fifty-fifty. it would be much better. 
Each has something the other-lacks. 

“The Chinese woman has a sejf- 
restraint and a poise that the Amer- 


, lean woman needs badiv. The Amer- 


ican woman has a well-earned free- 
dom and a belief in herself afd in 
her sex that are unknown in China. 
But she lacks dignity in her dress 
and in her manner. It is quite shock-. 
ing to us in the orient to see her 
lack of reserve. I have.never seen 
a wife kiss her husband in all my 
.life in China, but here in the Unit- 
ed States women kiss men even at 
the railroati stations and on the 
trains, quite onenly. 

“The American woman's dress is 
not conductive to health ‘and lacks 
the elements of propriety. with its 
thin watsts and short skirts. Our 
high-necked coats and 
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Gompers, president of the Ameri- 
can Federation fof Labor. -in the 
current issue of The Federationigt, 
accuses the present congress of 
having failed to enact a single
